These  two  lines  demonstrated  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  railways.  If  the  great 
natural  wealth  of  the  Province  was  to 
be  exploited,  and  also  that  advancement 
In  all  lines  would  follow  close  on  the 
heels  of  railway  construction.  TLia 
reasons  why  steel  highways  arc  more 
necessary  here  than  in  any  other  part 
of  Canada,  and  at  least  as  necessary 
as  in  any  other  part  of  the  world,,  are 
many.  One  of  them  is  the  .-onflgura- 
tion  of  the  surface,  whereby  the  various 
areas    adapted    to    settlement    and    for 


industries  are  to  a  large  extent  isolnt- 
ed,  so  that  Journeys  from  one  to  the 
other,  even  over  first-class  highways, 
-attt-  iong-and.  difficult.  —ABttMr :  re^oji . 
is  that  the  staple  ,  products  of  the 
Province  art  heavy,  or  f of  some  otlrcr 
reason  must  have  rail  transportation, 
to  mako  it  passible  to  prepare  them 
for  a  market  or  transport  them  to.  ohe. 
To  manufacture  our  timber,  and  get  it 
to  the  best  customers  for  It,'  railways 
must  be  provided;  to  get  the  machinery 
$j^|iUred  in  mining  to  the  points  whcr.i 
It  will  be  used,  and  ^  parry  ;the  pro- 
ducts of  tha rMjj>g/.<.to  where. they  can  be 
^old^eWlpi^e^railways;  to  mar- 
ket our  fish  and  ouf  fruit,.-  we  must 
have  quick  transportation.  These  points 
require  no  elaboration;  "^bjr"9ESSS"5Choy' 
are' mentioned,  tttey  appeal  at  once  to 
everyone. 


We  have  in  British  Columbia  today 
over  5,000  miles  of  railway,  either  built 
or  in  course  of  construction,  For  this 
mileage  the  present  Provincial  Govern- 
ment  is    di 


•eotly  responsible' for  about 
0  miles,  and,  indirectly,  its  policy 
led  to  the  construction  of  not  a  few 
other  miles.  Wo  think  it  not  unreason- 
able to  suggest  that  the  building  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  Pacific  Railway  has 
been,  in  some  degree-  at  least,  the  cause 
of  the  enormous  expenditures  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  in  improving'  tha. 
grade  of  its  mountain  scc-tion  and  the 
extension  of  Its  line  on  Vancouver  Is- 
land. The  railway  policy  for  which 
Srr  Richard  McBrlde  is  dlrcVtly  respon- 
sible dealt  with  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Pacific,  the  Kettle  River  Valley,  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern, -and  the  Victoria, 
Vancouver  and  Eastern.  The  latter  has 
received  no  financial  assistance  from 
th©  Province,  but  the  Premier 
has  been  instrumental  in  in- 
ducing- the  Great  Northern  to 
couple  up  Hie  several  parts  of  it.; 
line.  and.  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
arrangements  made  with  the  -Kettle 
River  Valley  Company,  to  extend  Its 
connections  across  the  Hoik-  Moiin- 
is,  and  thus  bring  about  the  realiz- 
ation of  a  project  which,  long  before 
Sir  Richard's  entry  into  power. 
Was  looked  upon  as  vital  to 
the  welfare  of  British  Co- 

lumbia. In  view  of  what  bus  taken 
place  elsewhere,  people  have  almost 
lost  sight  of  the  great  fact  that  wc  will 
shortly  witness  tho  completion  of  a 
transprovtneial  line,  of  which  Victoria 
will  be  the  "Western  terminus;  a  pro- 
ject to  which  wc  all  looked  forward 
tei  yars  with  confident  anticipation  of 
its  b<  ects.

When 'the  Canadian'  North- 
ern reaches  the  Coast  it  will  be  the 
Western  outlet  for  traffic  development 
over  10.000  milea  of  Its  own  rails,  and 
touching  800  cities  and  ^owna  developed 
along  its  mileago  and  by  Its  various 
branches,  more  than  a  thousand  centres 
of  population  in  all,  large  and  small, 
over  a  great  area  being  rapidly  occupied 
by  settlers.  *  Moreover,  It  will  open 
areas  full  of  natural  resources  at 
present  hardly  touched.  What  this  will 
mean  to  British  Columbia  no  one  can 
foretell;    but    It    cannot    fail    to    ftrlng

Not  many  of  us  have  ever  endeavor- 
ed to  grasp  .what  this  wonderful  record 
of  railway  construction  has  meant  and 
means  to  this  Province  in  the  Way  of 
business.  Taking  Into  account  What 
will  be  necessary  to  complete  tha 
work  now  under  contract,  the  outlay  for 
the  railways  built  under  the  McUrida 
railway  poliqy,  aa  it  has  at  present 
been  developed,  will  total  upward*  of 
$80,000,000.  This'  is  truly  a  ,*a«t 
amount  of  capital  to  he. invested  in  the 
Province  in  the  course  of  less  than 
five  years,  as  tho  result  directly  of  the 
action  of  the  Provincial  Government. 
Nor  --t»-ttt»  etfiryet.  Indeed,  the  work 
has  only  been,,  fairly  begun.  Sir  Rich- 
ard McBride,  by  his  railway  policy,  has 
laid  the  .foundation  for  a  British  Co- 
lumbia of  the  future,  whose  prosperity 
and  greatness  will  be  In  keeping  with 
Imperial  dimensions,  and  its  magnifi- 
cent prospects,  in  view  of  the  comple- 
tion of  tho  Panama  Canal,  the  opening, 
of  which  to  the  commerce  of  tho  woVli' 
will  closely  synchronise  with  the.com* 
plction  of  the  first  stage  of  Sir  Rich- 
ard's railway   policy.

Victoria  paper  to  express  its  doubts  "as 
to  the  likelihood,  of  the  great  public 
works  in  hand,  or  about,  to  be  put  in 
hand  in  Victoria  and  its  vicinity,  be- 
ing carried  out.  We  have  no  right  to 
dictate  to  contemporaries  how  they 
shall  deal  with  matters  vitally  affect-

mence  with  the  reign  of  Henry  VI 1 1., 
before  whose  time  there  was,  strictly 
spea"king.  Oi»  Royal  N*vy.  But,  as  a 
largs  ship  was  built  by  Henry  VII..  this 
reign  may,  from  that*  circumstance,  be 
deemed  entitled  to  be  held  the  true  era 
of  the  origin  of  our  Navy."  Then,  in 
the  flrst  chapter  of  the  "Memoirs"  the 
following  occurs:  "Henry  VII.  built  a 
ship  called  the  Great  Harry,  which  cost 
him  about  £14,000.  She  was  burnt  by 
accident  at  Woolwich  in  1553.  This  is 
the  ship  that  Camden  alludes  to  as  hav- 
ing been  built  in  she  third  year  of 
this  reign,  but  he  miscalls  her  the 
Henry  Grace  de  Dien.  She  was  the 
flrst  ship  or  the  Koyal  N'avy."  The 
author  goes  on  to  say  that  "in  1512 
Henry  VIII.,  having  entered  into  a 
leaguo  against  France,  lltted  out  a  fleet 
under  the  command  of  Sir  Edwar.l 
Howard.  .Lord,  High  Admiral.  The 
French  .fleet  consisted  of  thirty-nine 
men-of-war;  and  the  Cordelier,  the  Ad- 
miral's ship,  was 'so  large  as  to  carry 
1,200  righting  men,  exclusive  of  marin- 
ers. At  this  time  there .  were  900  on 
board.  In  the  engagement  which  took 
place  between  the  two  fleets,  in  August, 
1513,  the  Regent  was  burned,  in  the 
room  of  which  the  King,  In  1515,  built  a 
Ship  at  Erlth,  and  named  her  the  Henry 
Crace  de  Dien." 

in  th,e  lists  given  of  the  Navy  as  at 
January  5,  1648,  taken  from  the  Sixth 
Volume  of  the  Archaeologia,  reign  of 
Bdward  VI.,  this  ship  appears  as  being 
stationed    at    Woolwich. 

Then,  on  August  26,  1352,  the  sam» 
ship  appears  on  the  Navy  list,  but  now 
changed  to  The  Edward.  In  a  note  the 
author. says,  "supposed  to  have  been  the 
Henry  Grace  de  Dien,  ami  that  her  name 
was  changed  by  Edward  soon  after  bis 
accession." 

,  The  Henry  Grace  da  Dien  Is  listed  as 
being  of  1,000  tons,  carrying  700  sol- 
dies,  mariners,  etc.;  pieces  of  ordnance, 
19  brass  and  103  iron  guns.  Again,  re- 
verting to  the  Great  Harry:  "In  1545. 
being  at  war  with  France,  the* enemy's 
fleet  arrived  at  St.  Helens;  ours  con- 
sisted of  about  100  sail.  The  Mary  Rose, 
one  of  our  largest  ships,  with  500  or  600 
men  on  hoard,  was  sunk  at  8pithead  by 
some  awkward  manoeuvre,  and  the  Ad- 
mirals ship,  the  Great  Harry,  had 
nearly  undergone  the  same  fate.  This 
Ship  was  burned  eight  years  a f forwards. 
She    is    said    to    have    been    the    first    tWO- 

deckod    ship    built    in    England,    and    the 

only  ship  with  three  masts  in  the  wholo 
squadron." 

The  author  stales  that  the  Henry 
Grace  de  Dien  had  four  masts,  which 
is  also  shown  in  a  full  plate  cngiaWnj; 
in  the  volume,  the  said  plate  being  a 
reproduction  of  the  original  drawing  in 
the  Pepyslan  library.  From  the  fore- 
going extracts  it  wbuld  appear  tli.it  the 
relics  now  unearthed  at  Woolwich  can- 
not possibly  be  the  Henry  Grace  de  l>ien, 
but  rather  that  they  are  those  of  the 
Great  Harry.  which,  as  previously 
shown,    waa    burner]    there    in    [BBS.

Dueling  and  Caste. 

They  still  fight  duels  In  Germany 
and  in  other  Continental  countries. 
If  tho  Insulter  of  the  Officer  happened 
to  he  himself  an  officer  or  a  mem- 
ber of  the  nobility,  an  equal  in  rank, 
there  would  bo  no  immediate  attaci: 
with  a  sword.  There  would  be  a 
challenge,  and  probably  a  duel  car- 
ried out  with  the  utmost  decorum. 
In  the  event  of  the  Insulter  being  u 
prince  or  someone  of  higher  rank 
than' .  the  Insulted,  he  would  be  re- 
quested us  a  great  favor  to  forget  his 
rank  and  consent  to  fight.  Readers 
of  Kipling  will  remember  the  story 
called  "The  hbnor  of  a  Private,"  in 
Which,  an  Kngllsh  officer  -wins  the  af- 
fection of  a  private  soldier  by  con- 
seating  to  fight  him.  So  after  all  ;t 
is  not  very  different  at  some  point?, 
this  idea  of  cast  and  the  physical 
combat  to  avenge  an  insult  in  Eng- 
land and  In  Germany.  If  the  man 
of  higher  rank  refuses  to  waive  his 
right  to  fight  only  with  his  equals, 
then  the  only  thing  the  other  can  do 
is  to  commit  suicide  in  protest.  Yhus 
he  is  supposed  to  show  that  life  Is 
not  deafer  to  him   than  honor. 

Military  Courts  for  Officers. 

These  are  the  Ideas  that  used  to 
inspire  all  nobilities,  all  military 
castes,  some  hundreds  of  years  ago. 
Democracies  have  outgrown  them, 
but  It  is  not  so  very  long  ago  after 
all,  for  duels  have  been  fought  In 
Toronto.  In  the  armies  of  Continen- 
tal Kurope  they  remain.  In  these 
countries  Officers  are  not  resp 
to  the  civil  courts.  They  are  tried 
by  their  peers,  meaning  their  fellow- 
officers,  for  it  Is  not  supposed  in  G 
many  that  a  civilian  is  the  peer  of  an 
officer.  These  military  courts  are 
responsible  only  to  the  Kaiser,  who  i* 
generalissima  of  the  army,  and  for 
crimes  that  mighl  strike  the  civilian 
as  atrocious  they  are  inclined  to  im- 
trlfling  penalties,  so  long  «s  the 
offense  is  not  one  that  is  eonsldi 
to  have  brought  disgrace  upon  the 
army,  tin  that  event,  the  punishment 
is   sometimes  savage.

The  work  .done  by  the  Canadian 
Hydrographic  Survey  compares  most 
favorably  with  that  of  the  British  Ad- 
miralty, which  was  the  first  institution 
to  commence  a  systematic  charting  of 
the  waters  of  the  globe  for  purposes 
of  navigation. 

Excellent    "Work. 

Of  our.  Canadian  seas  there  are  now 
some  four  hundred  of  such  .harts,  the 
work  of  these  sea  surveyors— all  full 
Of  mysterious  shading  and  minute  fig- 
ures, the  sole  relics  of  years  and  lives. 
Yet  these  coldly  mathematical  charts 
Of  sirupulous  neatness  and  involved 
Intricacy  have  a  human  interest  be- 
neath them  and  a  very  vital  one  too. 
And  it  is  to  that  aspect  of  the  heroic 
work  or  the  hydrographic  survey,  T 
would  now  turn.  What  adventures  on 
lonely  shoals  and  dangerous  waters, 
what  weary  hours  in  Northern  lati- 
tude, what  buoyant  sunny  days  on, 
ultramarine  seas' in  painted  boats,  aro 
hidden  by  the  shading  of  these  maps  I 
The  sea  surveyor's  life  is  soaked  in 
romance.  Let  us  try  to  'disengage  a 
little  of  it.  Instead  of  writing  a  dull 
statistical  essay. 

One  of  them  thus  described  his  work 
to.  me: 

"W'c  have  to .  be  both  surveyor  and 
sailor.  It  Is  no  good  being  one  with- 
out the  other.  You  must  know  how 
to  handle  transit,  level,  chains  and 
glasses,  and.  at  the  same  time,  have 
your  sea  legs,  be  able  to  navignte  a 
vessel  and  ba  a  kind  of. 'handy  man," 
In  fact,  their  life  Is  a  curious  mix- 
ture of  open  air  and  office  desk,  of 
muscle  work  and  mathematical  cal- 
culations. When  I  asked  another 
what  they  must  know  to  become  one 
of  these  amphibious  surveyors,  he  re- 
plied:

miralty. The  service  has  followed- In 
the  well-known  traditions  and  ideas 
of  the  British  navy. 

The  Fleet. 

The  Hydrographic  lleet  of  Canada 
which  carries  on  this  work  consists 
off  some,  seven  vessels.  There  are 
three  specially  designed  steamers, 
twin-screw  .vessels.  The  distribution 
of  the  fleet  is  as  follows:  On  the 
Coast  of  British  Columbia,  the  C.  O,  S. 
"Llllooet"  works;  .on.  the  Great  Lakes, 
the  C.G.S,  "Canadicnne"  and  C.G.S. 
"Baylleld";  while  on  the  Lower  St. 
Lawrence  is  the  finest  vessel  at  present 
Of  the  fleet,  the  C.  G.  S.  "Cartier."  The 
latest  addition  to  the  Hydrographic 
fleet,  the  C.G.S.  "Acadia"  is  conced- 
ed to  be  the  finest  equipped  vessel 
In  the  Canadian  Naval  Service.  She 
did  most  valuable  work  this  past  Sum- 
mer in  Hudson  Bay  and  rescued  the 
crew   of  a  wrecked  steamer    off      port 

Nelson. 

Besides  these  vessels,  the  extensive 
surveying  work  that  is  now  being  car- 
ried on  in  the  North,  and,  this  las: 
Summer,  in  James  Bay,  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  objective  port  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  Railway  at  Port  Nel- 
son, has  employed  a  fleet  of  itself, 
chiefly  composed  '  of  auxiliary  schoon- 
ers.

Although  some  years  have  elapsed 
since  the  striking  rescue  by  Mr.  Kerr, 
It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to 
his  many  friends  on  the  Victoria 
waterfront  that  his  brave  deed  has  at 
last  been  rewarded  in  some  tangible 
form.  In  this  connection  much  credit 
la  due  to  Captain  Whiteley.  who  was 
master  of  the  Princess  Kna  at  the  time, 
in  bringing  the  matter  before  the  Car- 
negie Commission.  Although  the  glass 
Indicatod  below  zero  when  Magee  went 
overboard  the  Princess  Kna,  Kerr  did 
not  hesitate  a  moment,  and  plunged 
after  the  drowning  man  at  great  risk 
to  hia  own  life  Another  and  more  re- 
cent heroic,  deed  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Kerr  was  staged  at  the  Victoria  Outer 
Docks,  when  he  succeeded  in  saving 
another  life  by  diving  overboard  from 
the  Princess  Ena  when  she  was  moor- 
ed   alongside.

It  Is  announced  by  the  officials  of 
the  B.  C.  Coast  Service  that  the  steam- 
er Princess  Maquinna.  which  has  Just 
completed  her  round  voyage  in  the  ser- 
vice to  ports' on  the  \\  .  si  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island,  will  be  dispatched  to 
Skagway  and  Northern  ports,  on  Friday 
night,  in  place  of  the  steamer  Princess 
Sophia,  disabled  as  a  result  of  running 
ashore  in  a  dense  snowstorm  on  Sunday 
night. 

While  she    Is    taalhtalng    the    northern 
route,    the   steamer    Tees    will    again    b< 
pressed  into  service  for  the  West  Cou^t 
route,   sailing  for  llolberg,  February   1. 

It  has  not  yet  fcpen  decided  who  will 
take  the  Princess  Maquinna  North;  but 
in  tho  event  of  Captain  Campbell  re- 
maining with  his  command,  the  prob- 
abilities arc  that  Captain  Mcl^eod,  the 
veteran  skipper  of  the  Princess  May, 
will  make  his  second  trip  to  Alaska, 
as  master  of  the  Maquinna.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  Prinfcess  Maquinna 
last  Summer  took  north  a  large  party  of 
International  Geologists,  and  while  in 
Alaska,  site  too  had  the  misfortune  to 
hit  the  reefs, 

Blinkinsop  Warned   After  Pioneer 

In  connection' with  the  accident  to  the 
Trincess  Sophia,  it  is  interesting  to  re- 
call that  Blinkinsop  Bay,  Johnstone. 
Strait,  where  she  went  ashOre,  was 
named  after  George  Blinkinsop,  a  native 
of  Cornwall,  born  in  18J2. 

On  August  24,  1840,  he  joined  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  as  an  apprentice 
to  the  sea  service)  and-  the  next  day 
sailed  in  the  bark  Cowlitz.  Captain 
William  Mitchell,  from  I.ondort  for  this 
Coast,  arriving  at  .Fort  •  Vancouver,  Co- 
lumbia River,  on   February  7.  1 84 1 . 

He  went  with  Sir  George  Simpson  on 
the  Cowlitz  to  California,  sailing  in  No- 
vember, 1841,  and  thence  to  the  Sand- 
wich Islands,  leaving  there  in  March, 
IS  12,  for  Sitka.  At  the  request  of  rap- 
tain  Hod.!,  ho  was  left  with  htm  as  his 
assistant,  having  received  a  good  edu- 
i.ition,  when  Dodd  was  appointeVl  to 
take  charge  of  Fort  Stikene,  later  called 
Fort    Wrangell. 

Blinkinsop  stayed  there  for  seven 
years,  anil  In  1850  he  was  made  second 
in  command  to  Captain  McNeil  at  Fort 
Rupert,  and  was  there  In  charge  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  Captain  Mc- 
Neill, when  the  deserters  from  the  ship 
England  were  killed  by  the  Nahwittl  In- 
dians in  July  of   that   year. 

In  1867  Blinkinsop  SUOOeeded  Angus 
Macdonald,  as  chief  trader  in  charge  of 
Fort  Cnlville  and  remained  there  until 
185!).  Afterwards  he  was  again  at  Fort 
Rupert  as  second  in  command,  with 
Hamilton  Moffat  in  charge.  In  May, 
1881,  he  was  appointed  Indian  agent  on 
the  West  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  and 
the  next  year  transferred  to  Fort  Ru- 
pert, where  he  remained  until  1886,  when 
he  retired  from  the  Indian  Department. 
Blinkinsop  made  his  home  at  Fort  Ru- 
pert afterwards   and   died    there   in    1904. 

Blinkinsop  Bay  was  named  by  Captain 
Richards,  Of  H.  M.  S.  surveying  vessel 
Plumper,  in   1860.

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Australian  Scientist  Makes  In- 
teresting Discoveries  at  Site 
of  Former  City  of  Ponape — 
Ethnological  Problems, 


Fine  Improvement  to  Lower  Government  Street 


For  ilia  laet  three  months  Profes- 
sor Mtcmllltn  llruwn,  the  leading 
scientist  of  Australln,  has  been  in 
Micronesia — the  extensive  ocean  area. 
in  which  are  dotted  the  Marianne, 
Marshall.  Caroline  and  Gilbert  1  slant's 
— and  returned  to  Sydney  this  week 
by  the  steamer  WlUochra  enthusiastic 
over  his  work  and  that  of  his  assist- 
ants. 

In  completion  of  his  programme  of 
the  last  nine  years  for  investigating  the 
problems  of  the  Pacific  the  professor 
on  this  occasion  devoted  special  atten- 
tion to  these  islands,  as  they  contain- 
ed tlin  secret  of  one  of  the  most  dtf- 
fitult    entomological    problems      of       the 

world,     in  investigating    this    problem 

Professor  Brown  visited  the  megc- 
lithlc  ruins  of  Ponape,  anil  advances 
[n  that  connection  the  first  apparently 
reasonable  and  feasible  theory  In  ex- 
planation   of    their    existence.

"The  admixture  of  these  three  types 
is  quite  manifest  in  the  stature,  th* 
hair  and  the  features  at  the  people  all 
through  Micronesia,  and  I  have  com.; 
to  the  conclusion,  not  merely  through 
my  own  observations,  but  from  other 
considerations  and  the  scientific  ob- 
servations of  others,  that  these  islands 
have  been  subsiding  during  all  human 
time.  The  only  exceptions  are  thr: 
Islands  of  Ponape,  Ruk  and  Tan, 
which  are  volcanic  islands,  and  from 
tlve  immense  ruins  of  the  megolithic 
city  on  the  southeast  side  of  Ponape  I 
have  concluded  that  a  large  part  of 
this  subsistence  has  occurred  during  the 
last   5,000  or   6,000   years. 

"This  ancient  city  could  have  bean 
none  other  than  the  capital  of  an  in- 
sular empire  at  least  ten  times  as  large 
as  are  the  islands  round  about  it  to- 
day. The  primeval  population  was 
Negrito,  because  they  have  constituted 
the  primeval  population  of  the  Philip- 
pines, the  Malay  archipelago.  N«W 
(i'linea,  Melanesia  and  Australia.  Over 
them  in  comparatively  recent  times— 
perhaps  several  thousand  years  ago — ■ 
!',.»d  com"  «-  C*uca'slan  or  Kuropean 
population,  and  more  recently  still 
there  had  been  an  infusion  of  Mongol 
blood,  which  had  not  gone  as  far  as 
Melanesia  or  New  Guinea." 

The  proofs  of  the  comingling  of  the 
three  races  were  found  In  the-,  lan- 
guage end  appearance  of  the  different 
Islanders.  In  every  collection  of  na- 
tives there  could  be  seen  the  small, 
piggy  round  headed  man  (the  negroid) 
and  the  tall,  medium  headed  man  (the 
Coucaslan).  In  the  West,  in  Yap  and 
Pellew,  Professor  Brown  believed,  from 
the  laniruage  and  appearance  of  the  pen- 
pie,  that  the  Mongolian  infusion  cama 
from  Malay;  but  to  the  IOast  and  North 
— in  the  Caroline,  Marrlunne  and  Mar- 
shall islands — the  Mongoloid  Infusion 
came  from  Japan.  The  Japanese  eye 
could  be  seen  in  almost  every  island  of 
these  three  groups,  and  the  Japanese 
'et&tuXe  as  well,  though  this  may  have 
belonged   to   the  aboriginal   native. 

-    round  Ancient  Venice. 

The  vocabularies  of  the  islanders  will 
also  afford  further  proof  of  the  origin 
of  the  people,  but  Prof.  Brown  lias  not 
as  yet  iinished  his  analysis  of  these, 
nor  had  he  his  chief  Japanese  assistant, 
Dr.  Yoki,  with  him  to  verify  the  Japan- 
ese element  in  the  language.  The  re- 
gion, he  believed,  had  in  historic  time.-? 
been  the  resort  and  refuge  of  all  tho 
peoples  round  about.  This  hypothesis 
was  the  only  one  that,  seemed  to  fully 
explain  the  facts  in  the  language  and 
physique    of    the    people    of    this    region. 

A  further  proof  of  the  Caucasian 
element  that  has  Influenced  the  island 
Is  found  by  Prof.  Brown  in  the  ruin-5 
of  the  great  megolithic  city  on  the 
southeast,  coast  of  Ponape. 

A  fascinating  description  of  this  an- 
cient ruin  is  given  by  Prof.  Brown. 
"There  you  have  tho  water  streets  and 
the  main  canals.  1  canoed  along  these 
for  hours  at  a  time.  On  either  side 
were  Immense  breastworks  of  stone, 
some  of  them  eighty-four  feet  long  and 
rising  to  a  height  of  twenty  and  thirty 
feet  above  the  reef  upon  which  the  city 
w-as  huilt.  These  breastworks,  al- 
together, are  miles  in  length  and 
make  artificial  Islands  which  are 
filled       in       with       coral       debris.  on 

these  islands  are  immense  buildings, 
with  some  walls  still  thirty  and  thirty- 
five  feet  high.  From  trie  huge  stones 
scattered  about  I  conjecture  that  these 
waJls  must  have  been  Almost  twice  as 
high  at  one  time,  for  they  were  from 
ten   to   eighteen   feet   thick. 

"The  city  on  the  sea  snows  that  the 
rulers  of  thla  empire  had  come  over  the 
ocean  and  used  the  ooefth,  because  they 
needed  their  water  streets  for  their  von- 
sels  and  merchandise." 

From  these  facta  Prof.  Hrpwn  declar- 
ed that  Polynesia  was  the  chief  source 
of  the  tall  Caucasian  element  in  this 
region.  He  places  the  use  of  these 
ruins  at  3,000  years  at  least.  He  bases 
this  conclusion  upon  a  certain  Japanese 
element  In  the  architecture  of  the  ruins 
and  tho  absence  of  all  bronze  or  other 
metal  remains  in  the  excavations  that 
were  made  In  the  tombs.  "What  were 
found  were  usually  bends,  implements 
of  war  and  stone  emblems.  Prof.  Brown 
concluded  therefore  that  If  Japanese 
architects  were  engaged  In  the  buildings 
they  were  completed  before  the  Japan- 
ese bronze  era,  which  was  about  3.000 
years   ago. — Exchange.

them  having  established  greatly  im- 
proved reoOrds.  Prices  of  cattle  have 
advanced,  and  since  tho  removal  of 
the  tariff  they  have  shown  further  im- 
provement. In  Western  Quebec  recent- 
ly the  average  price  of  cows  ranged 
from  $160  to  $275.  When  you  consider 
these  prices  you  come  to  a  realization 
of  the  enhanced  difficulty  of  bringing 
desirable  cattle   to   this  country."

Oriental  Farmers 

The  question  of  the  employment  of 
Orientals  In  the  agricultural  industry 
of  the  Province  aroused  considerable 
discussion.  The  matter  has  been 
brought  up  in  previous  conventions  and 
considerable  difference  of  opinion  arose 
as  to  whether  any  restrictive  measures 
with  regard  to  Chinese,  and  Japanese 
should  also   Include  Hindus. 

Mr.  w.  Brett,  who  introduced  the 
resolution,  said  that  the  matter  had  be- 
come a  burning  issue  in  Armstrong. 
where  the  people  had  been  brought  face 
to  face  with  the  Chinese  problem.  He 
said  that  some  years  ago  there,  were 
only  half  a  dozen  resident  Chinese  in 
Armstrong,    but   today   thero  were  100. 

i  daug.r,  however,  does  not  He  so 
much  in  their  numbers  as  in  the  fact 
that  instead  of  now  working  as  labor- 
ers they  have  gradually  gained  control. 
by  lease,  of  large  areas  of  our  best  farm 
lands."  said  Mr.  Brett  Be  gave  several 
specific  Instances  of  the  acquirement  of 
land  by  Chinese,  and  spoke  of  the  unfair 
competition  caused  by  the  influx  of  the 
underlings  of  the  Chinese,  bosses.  He 
said  that  the  impossibility  of  assimila- 
tion, made  it  undesirable  for  large  bodies 
of  Orientals  to  be  located  In  small 
Anglo-Saxon  communities  and  said  that 
the  matter  had  been  taken  up  by  the  city 
solicitor  of  Armstrong,  who  had  advised 
tluni  to  write  to  the  Attorney-General 
in   the   matter. 

lie  drew  an  alarming  picture  of  the 
influx  of  these  Orientals,  and  said  that 
as  late  as  last  N'ovember  a  mass  meet- 
ing had  beed  held  In  the  Opera  House 
to  protest  against  the  ownership  of  land 
by  citizens  of  the  Celestial  Kmplre. 
His  remedies  were  the  passing  of  a  bill 
similar  to  the  California  Alien  Land 
Act,  or  by  language  test  similar  to  the 
one    now     In    force    in    Australia. 

in  supporting  the  resolution  Mr.  Chas.

.Mitchell,  of  Golden,  urged  that  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  might  issue  a 
bulletin  on  the  matter  dealing  with  the 
subject  in  some  simple  form,  as  opposed 
to  the  complicated"  systems  appearing 
from  time  to  time  in  the  agricultural 
journals. 

Development  of  School  System 
The  Cranbrook-Fcrnie  Institute  intro- 
duced an  important  resolution  dealing 
with  the  development  of  a  school  system 
In  the  Province.  The  resolution  was  as 
follows: 

Itesolved.  That  the  Government  be 
asked  to  reduce  the  taxation  on  farm 
lands  subject  to  a  City  School  Board, 
who  have  the  power  to  tax  said  lands 
within  a  three-mile  limit,  and  also  Where 
there  are  a  number  of  settlers  having 
enough  children  to  form  a  Behool  dis- 
trict, the  same  being  a  hardship  for  said 
children  to  go  the  distance,  the  same  to 
be  granted  by  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion. The  latter  referring  to  the  diffi- 
culty any  such  small  body  of  settlers 
have  in  getting  released  from  the  City 
School  Board  or  .district  when  able  to 
form  a  school  of  their  own. 

.Mr.  .McDonald  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution.  He  said  that  In  the  sec- 
tion of  country  which  he  represented  the 
question  had  become  a  burning  one  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  he  considered  that 
the  time  was  ripe  to  have  it  discussed 
on  the  floor  of  the  convention,  lie  brief- 
ly recounted  the  difficulties  of  school  at- 
tendant*. 

Mr.  K.  W.  Dawney.  or  Slocan  Valley, 
seconded  the  motion,  and  after  Mr.  Har- 
mcr,  of  Central  Park,  and  Mr.  Bert,  of 
Alberni.  had  spoken  on  the  subject,  the 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  the 
duty  on  agricultural  implements  was 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  W.  Gldding.  of 
Burton   City,  in  the  following  resolution: 

That  it  Is  the  opinion  of  this  conven-
